very cheap”, She opened the door 
and Jet the’man enter, He had 
two ‘fow!s in his hands, and he 
walked along to the sitting room 
where the woman was. The man had 
called on previous occasions With 
fowls, and. onee he sold one, there- 
fore the ‘daughter: presumably did 
not have any fears of letting him 
enter,

Shortly afterwards there-was an- 
other-knock at the door, and the 
man whe was with the mother 
shouted. “Oh, that is my foki", 
and ‘the daughter allowed the 
second man to ‘enter.

GIGANTIC ENGINEERING FEAT. 


The demolition has been complet- 
ed of seyen hundred yards. of. rail- 
way tunel “from Henfield - to the 
main line. ‘The tunnel, which was 
one hundred feet below the cover- 
ing, had contained a double track 
which has now been replaced by 
cutting it wideenough to’ ageommo- 
date four lines.
